Hegardlng the operational climate for eUndestine acroe»-the»border opera- 
tions in the SuuaLtci of Poland using recruited ethnic Lithuanians «bo live on 
both the Lithuanian as veil as the Polish side of the border, Subject elaborated 
at length as foUovst 

I. under no cii*cumstances should ^ese areas be viewed with any degree 
of securi^ whatsoever, because the KQ8 and tb» Polish intelligence services 
have made intensive counterintelligence preparations in these areas to prevent 
. clandestino operations* . The KQB has its enl^ directorate (called the Ninth 
Directorate) under the First Chief Directorate* It is subdivided into its com- 
■ ponehts nationalities sub-units and.a svb-unit for White Guards as a whole* 

The Lithuanian sub-unit hot only monitors all possible Lithuanian emigre groups 
wherever they may be in the world, but has its resident agents who are Infoimanta 
living in their midst. The counterpart for this activity under the Second Chief 
Directorate is the Bleventh Directorate, called Nationalitiea Groupa* Formerly 
it Vu .tbe Fourth Directorate. Its sub-sections are broken up on a basis of 
nationalities idilch are largely geograpbio and, in the case of Lithuania, there 
is also the local Lithuanian Nationality Field Office in VUnlus to handle the 
activity as well as the parent sub-eection in Hoscow* This sub-section has its 
agents and infomauts living among the Lithuanian populatlbn particularly bear 
the borders of adjacent, countries* Tbs s\d>-sectibn closely coordinates with the 
«igre sub-section of the First Directorate and, in addition, obtains support 
from <*section K” which is the coordinating aection for all activities under the 
First Chief Directorate* This section is headed by Georgiy Stepanovich fEVD(X(IMEliKO. 
On the Polish sliio only Iho Second Chief Directorate Is concetnied, whlith also has 
a eeotlou for non-PoUoh minorities ivsiillng in poUtul. This flection lias lia^on 
cliannels to. the ai»proprlato stib-soetion of the Second Chief Dl)>ectorato* Subject 
stressed that it would bo far oaslor to run operations from cither a foreign 
bpuntty in the person of visitors or from a part of Poland not adjacent to the 
territory* At least. In that manner, the intensive sxirveilLanco and unsuspected 
penetrations from bpth sides would be minimised* Subject was so eng^tio about 
this that he prepared a map of Poland showing the prominent areas in which Lith- 
uanians reside* He said that each area was given constant and specific counter- 
intelUgence attention* Subject was quite intores ted in this concept, however; 
and, as it developed later, he agreed to write a short study (referred to above) 
which would be entitled "Agent Gperations against the USSl Based from Satellito 
Countries."
